The proposition 18 too plain and simple to be de-
nicd, }lnt c\'cryfcnr the taxes are reduced and the
dobt itself diminished. Almost ope half of the -
mense expenditures of the war have been pald, and
but little over three yoars have clapsed since hos-
tilities in the fleld geased. A tax b enncted
during the month of July by a Republican Con-
grees has lessened the annual taxation by many
millions of dellars, Luxuries almost exclusively
are now taxed, and the man of moderate means
pearcely feels that he is alding in the payment of
the debt and interest. But, my fellow citizons,
there has been another kind of taxation imposed, to
which the Democratic orators aud Wade Hampton
and N, B, Forrest never refer,

The hundred and elghty-six rebel oflcers who
with thelr northern Criends in the convention of the
Fourth of July, nominated Seymour and Blair, hide
from view the taxation unto death they laid upon
your brothers and sons n many & battle field.
